The New Jersey gentleman who has asked President 
Hoover to make the local school authorities “ quit bothering 
him ’ seems to be moved by an impulse that comes now and then 
to every parent. 
This chap, as you may remember, refuses to send his 
children to school. 
He explains that on their way to school they 
might be hit by automobiles, or bitten by dogs; or they might 
fall in with wayward youngsters who would persuade them to 
play hookey. 
Failing that, attendance at school might well 
expose them to measles, chickenpox, whooping cough or what­ 
not. 


Consequently, since the way of a school child is encom­ 
passed about with so many perils, the New Jersey man has de­ 
cided that the only safe thing is to keep his children at home 
all the time. 
Probably there is not a parent in the land who has not, 
at one time or another, felt a little bit like doing the same thing. 
For, after all, this man is at least partly right. 
Going to school 
does involve risks. 
All of the horrible possibilities that this 
man foresaw really exist, and some of them really happen to 
children in every town in the land. 
Unfortunately, however, that is the way this world is 
put together. 
Every path is beset with perils. 
The mere .pro­ 
cess of growing up, school or no school, is a dangerous business. 
Nowhere on earth is there such a thing as perfect safety. 
From 
birth to death we move through unpredictable chances, any one 
of which may strike us down at any moment. 
But we have to make the best of it. 
We have to take 
our chances and trust to luck, to grow case-hardened so that we 
can accept partial security in place of the real thing; and this is 
especially true if we are going to move upward in any way and 
take part in the race’s long and toilsome climb' toward the peaks. 
It wculchbe nice if we could wrap our children in cotton 
wool and protect them from all accidents. 
But is simply isn t 
possible. 
The desire for perfect safety is one desire that can; 
Bever be gratified. 


BULL FIGHTS VS. MOVIES— 


The bull fight is popularly supposed to be Mexico’s fav­ 
orite diversion; but a brief article in a theatrical magazine re­ 
cently indicates that the movies have pushed the bull ring into a 
very poor second place. 
During 1930, there were sold in Mexico City and its 
environs some 18,500,000 admissions to places of public amuse­ 
ment. Of these, almost 16,0000,000 were tickets to the movies; 
and only 160,000 were tickets to bull fights. 
Just what all of this proves is not entirely clear; in the 
United States, for example, the movies outdraw baseball by a 
wide margin, but baseball is far from losing its popularity. 
It 
does indicate, though, that the bull fight may not be quite as 
great an obsession with the Mexicans as we commonly suppose.

FORBIDS AID 


In the opinion of E. S. Rankin, 
county highway engineer, Brainerd 
will secure no financial assistance 
from the county in the proposed 
improvement of Eight avenue, N. 
E., this year nor in his opinion is 
the city legally in a position to ask 
any aid for such purpose. 
“Brainerd is a city of the third 
class now and legally the county 
cannot appropriate money for aid. 
of roads within corporate limits of 
a city in this class,” Rankin as­ 
serted. 
The engineer felt that should any 
aid be given the city, it would be 
in the form of a donation and this 
would throw down the barriers for 
similar 
requests 
throughout 
the 
county. 
Moreover, the county has fixed 
their budget and road building plan 
for the year, Rankin said. The en­
